The University hopes to launch 
into the "Soaring Sixties" with a 
12 million dollar building program 
entailing five construction projects. 

All projects, as now proposed, 
wolud begin during 1960. accord- 
ing to President Frank G. Dickey, 
and would be headed by a com- 
pletely new physics-c hemlstry 
Building expected to cost $5,- 
500.000. 

Construction depends on the 
Kentucky Department of Finance 
approving a 12 million dollar bond 
issue for the University's long- 
range building program. Dr. Dickey 
pointed out. 

Other projects call for a $1.- 
700.000 addition to Margaret I. 
King Library, a $1,500,000 building 



to house the College of Com- 
merce, a $1,800,000 addition to the 
Student Union Building, and a 
$1,300,000 girls' dormitory that will 
include a central kitchen and 
cafeteria. 

Post- 1960 plans call for other 
buildings, including an engineer- 
ing addition, agriculture buildings, 
and an education addition. Still 
further in the future would be a 
new Administration Building, an- 
other classroom building, an ad- 
dition to the College of Engineer- 
ing and the Mineral Industries

Symphony Orchestra Presents Concert

The Detroit Symphony Orches- 
tra, conducted by Paul Paray. ap- 
peared at Memorial Coliseum Tus- 
duy evening as the seventh at- 
traction of the Central Kentucky 
Concert and Lecture Series. 

Mr. Paray. in his nine years with 
the orchestra, has produced a top- 
ranking ensemble worthy of in- 
clusion among the top 10 American 
orchestras. 

The program opened with Bee- 
thoven's "Prometheus" Overture, 
the only item remaining in the 
concert repertoire from the ballet 
score Beethoven wrote in 1800. The 
performance was thoroughly de- 
lightful and featured the Detroit 
string section prominently. 

This was followed by the Bee- 
thoven Violin Concerto with 
Mischa Mi h. i knit as soloist. On 
the whole, the performance was 
disappointing. 

Mr Mischakoff is an intelligent 
violinist and he gave a good ac- 
count of himself in the Concerto, 
but he had some intonation dif- 
ficulties, particularly in the first 
movement, and he exhibited cer- 
tain aberrations in his technique. 

Mr Paray led the orchestra in 
a correct but uninspired accom- 
paniment. The result was an ade- 
quate interpretation, but one 
lacked spirit.

Dickey Tells Legislators 
About University Aims 



UK President Frank G Dickey 
addressed visiting members of the 
Kentucky General Assembley on 
the quality of education at a din- 
ner in the SUB Jan. 20. 

In defining .us topic. Dr. Dickey 
.-aid quality in education is meet- 
,nt> the needs of the individual 
vith programs "so organized that 
the laggard forgets to lag and the 
academically able youth may 
leach advanced studies in the Uni- 
•i it\ without dulling his mind." 

The president cited the building 
jrogiam and necessity of main- 
taining a highly qualified faculty 
among the needs of the University. 

No mujOi classroom or labora- 
tory expansion has taken place 
dyilni the University's period of 
lapid growth. Dr. Dickey said He 
told the assembly members that 
'his year's enrollment had reached 
10.133 compared to 6.380 in 1953 
nri 9.254 in 1956. 

The University has more and 
more classes meeting at the noon 



hour, in the late afternoon, and 
at night, in addition to its sched- 
ule of Saturday classes. The school 
has reached the limit to the use 
of its buildings, he said. 

The members of the legislature 
were told that there have been 
suggestions of solving the greater 

enrollment problem by limiting ad- 
mittance to the most brilliant and 
gifted students. 

While we feel that the institu- 
tions of higher education have a 
gOTri obligation to further the 
abilities of the sifted, to cater only 
to this level would be a downfall 
of democracy," President Dickey- 
said.

Procrastinators, take heed. 

The deadline for changing incom- 
plete grades is near. The new Uni- 
versity policy of automatically chang- 
ing incomplete grades to "E's" after 
30 days is in effect, and a great 
number of students will have to do 
some quick thinking. 

For many students it will mean 
doing immediately the full work of a 
long-foruottrn course if they are to 
get a passing grade. Some will be 
able to get extensions of the 30- 
day limit from their de.»ns. 

As a convenient way of avoiding 
a failing grade, many have requested 
incomplete grades in courses in which 
they were not immediately prepared 
to take a final examination. They 
have shown a ten d e n cy to neglect 
fulfilling the required work for these 
courses, thereby letting Tf" pile up 
on University records. 

But now the Faculty has voted in 
a housecleaning process of these old 
records, changing all TV to "E's" 30 



days after the end of the semester 
unless, in the meantime, the grades 
are changed. The ruling is long past 
due. 

The new policy is not only an im- 
provement in the grading system, but 
it is also a significant change in UK's 
educational standards. The former re- 
tention of the back files of undeter- 
mined grades was in harmony with 
the accepted attitudes toward Ken- 
tucky's low educational rating. For- 
merly, the laxity of the incomplete 
grading system was indicative of the 
MM with which one could get an 
education at UK. This recent change 
is an added step toward increased re- 
quirements for a degree. 

The ruling signifies something is 
being done about enforcing the educ a- 
tional policies in Kentucky, With this 
enforcement, Kentucky is on the way 
to better educational system.
